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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the mesh panel of Allen in 
figure 5 and 6 "illustrate a mesh member 98 extending along the side of the article of footwear" and therefore doesn not extend "over a top 
instep portion". 

.In response, the definition of "instep" is "the top part of the arch of the foot over the metatarsal bones from back of the toes to the ankle", 
accoriding to The Dictionary of Shoe Industry Terminology 1986. Therefore, the mesh member 98 easiily extend over at least the first and 
fifth metatarsal and at least a portion of the fourth metatarsal and therefore extending over the "sides" of the article of footwear would 
constitute the "instep" area and the "top instep portion" inasmuch as a portion of something can be divided up as seen fit. The definition 
of instep provided is how this term has been conventionally used in the art and the examiner is unware of any definition contradicting this 
definition. Claims are to be construed broadly as their terms reasonably allow. 
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
